Washington, Auf;. 30.— Although th* 
state department 
will authorize 
ne 
statement to that effect it is under 


stood here that the administration will 
decline to permit the question of th< 
right of the T’nited States to relieve 
its own shipping from tolls in the 
Panam a canal to go to arbitration. 
W h ile the British protest clearly in 
tlmated a purpose to demand an ar 
bitra! decision In the event that a 
more careful study of 
the Panama 
canal toll act bore out the impression 
conveyed by the first reading, that it 


is in violation of the Hay*Pauncefot( 
treaty, if the usual course in diplo­ 
m atic exchange is followed there must 
be many arguments and counter argil 
meuts submitted on both sides before 
the resources of diplomacy would bo 
exhausted, thus warranting a demand 
for arbitration. 
Tile British foundation for such a 
demand rests upon the broad basis ol 
two special treatb s between the P e lt­ 
ed States and Great Britain, in addi­ 
tion to the great general convention 
creating The Hague tribunal and bind­ 
ing all parties to adjust their disputes 
by recourse to its methods. 
The first 
of these treaties, the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, in its third article, declares 
that there shall be no discrimination 
against an-v of the nations obeying 
the rules of the canal and in its fourth 
article asserts that no change of terri 
ritorial 
sovereignty 
shall affect the 
obligation of the United States and 
Great Britain under the treaty. 


Demand Sound on Its Face. 


The second special treaty, that made 
between the then Secretary Root and 
Ambassador 
Bryce, four 
years ago, 
binds each country to submit to The 
Hague any difference that may arise 
relating 
to 
the 
interpretation 
of 
treaties, provided that "they do not 
afreet the vital 
interests, the 
inde­ 
pendence or the honor,” of the parties. 
On its face a British demand for ar­ 
bitration on such a basis is generally 
regarded to be sound and beyond dis­ 
cussion. 
From the American viewpoint there 
are many loopholes for escape from ' 
the British contention and these may j 
be expected to develop in the nego- j 
tlntlons. 
In the first place it may be contend­ 
ed that the admission of Am erican 
coastwise traffic to free passage in 
the canal constitutes no actual dis­ 
crim ination against British shipping. I 
Existing law permits no foreign bot­ 
toms to transport Am erican coastwise j 
commerce and British vessels could 
not be employed to carry goods from , 
New York to San Francisco through | 
the Panam a canal, even if they were 
completely relieved from tolls, as w ill j 
be the American coasting trade. Thus, I 
it is argued, it cannot be claimed that I 
British commerce is affected one way 
or another by this favored treatment 
of Am erican ships. 


Treaty May No Longer Apply. 


Another American argument is that, 
owing to the acquisition by Am erica 
of sovereignty over the canal zone, the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty no longer ap­ 
plies to it, that convention being itself 
voidable under the 
well recognized 
principle of international law which 
makes a treaty’s life depend upon the 
c o n tin u a te of the conditions upon 
which it is made. 
A third argument against arbitra­ 
tion In this case is found in the fact, 
admitted in the senate debates that 
nowhere would it be possible to se­ 
cure 
unbiased 
arbitrators, 
because 
©very maritime country finds its inter­ 
ests in opposition to the American con­ 
tention of a right of discrimination in 
the use of the canal. 
The avenue of escape, if the United 
States really desires to avoid arbitra­ 
tion, is to be found, It is declared, in 
article 2 of the Root-Bryce arbitration 
treaty of 1908, which affords an op­ 
portunity to the United States senate 
to take a hand in the settlement of 
such an issue. 
That article makes it 
a prerequisite to 
actual arbitration 
that both sides "shall conclude a spe­ 
cial agreement defining clearly the 
m atter in dispute,” and this must be 
approved by the senate. 
So that if 
that body takes the same view next 
winter of the pr< dominant rights of 
Am erica in the use of the canal as it 
did last session it. may prevent, arbitra­ 
tion by declining to accept any "spe­ 
cial agreement” satisfactory to Great 
Britain.

Flags along the route drooped, rain 
soaked, at half mast and many of the 
business houses were closed.

Miss Eva Booth, commander of the 
army in the United States, who ar­ 
rived In Tendon just in time to walk 
behind her father’s coffin, broke down 
with grief and fatigue.

Not only tile Apostles were chosen out 
of the world and separated by their 
call and spirit-i»egetting and develop­ 
ment in the School of Christ, lait all 
of tile followers of Jesus throughout 
this Gospel Age huve Inurn sharers in 
this same call to separateness from 
the world. 
They walk by faitli and 
not by sight—their faithfulness in liv­ 
ing unto the Ixml and not for self, is 
promised the great rew ard of a share 
in the Messianic Kingdom glory.
